This  story  la  told:  An  active  woman  called  on 
some  new  neighbors,  and  learned  they  were  Bap¬ 
tists.  father,  mother  a^l  older  children.  She 
urged  that  they  unite  with -the  local  church,  glv- 
lng  several  reasons.  Finally  she  said:  "You  can 
Join  on  statement,  and  my  husband,  who  Is 
church  clerk,  will  get  letters  for  you."  They 
said:  "We  will  study  about  It,  we  may  not  be 
here  longer  than  this  year.  We  hate  to  leave  'the 
old  home  church.’”  Later  It  developed  “the  old 
home  church"  would  not  grant  them  letters’"  on 
account  of  unchristian  conduct.”  In  other  words, 
they  had  violated  their  covenant  with  their 
church,  and  had  not  righted  matters. 

A  Batptlst  church  letter  ought  to  be  the  very 
best  Introduction  to  new  neighbors,  and  Is  to  the 
right  sort,  the  sort  that  will  be  worth  much  when 
the  storms  of  adversity  break  on  the  home. 
That  Is  the  selfish  view,  msy  be,  but  the  scrip¬ 
tures,  and  church  covenant,  provide  for  It,  espe¬ 
cially.  Every  Christian  Is  entitled  to  all  the  help 
those  two  things  provide,  and  will  have  them  if 
the  condtlons  are  observed.

The  death  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Berry  of  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain.  Miss.,  brought  pain  and  sadness  to  my  own 
heart.

It  move*  my  u.nl  now 
to  think  of  It  all.  He  was  kind,  sympathetic, 
and  all  the  people  loved  him. 

As  the  years  went  by,  Ood  called  me  to  preach. 

I  had  few  friends,  and  no  money  at  all.  I  knew 
I  never  could  secure  a  college  education,  but 
Brother  Berry  always  knew  that  I  could.  He 
never  thought  of  anything  else  but  that  I  must 
go  to  Clinton.  1  did  not  see  how  I  could  go,  but 
he  could.  I  remember  his  very  words.  They  ring 
In  my  ears  now:  “You  get  ready  and  go.  We 
will  hold  the  rope  while  you  take  the  plunge.” 
It  was  through  his  Influence,  and  the  love  of  Mrs. 
Berry,  and  the  dear  good  church  at  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain.  that  I  was  permitted  to  go  away  to  college 
and  look  out  on  a  larger  world,  and  catch  a  vision 
of  things  beyond.

After  having  advanced  nearly  9200.000  In  the 
year  closing  May.  1919,  over  our  receipts  for 
Home  Missions  for  the  preceding  year,  the  Heme 
Mission  Board  this  year  make*  the  remarkable 
advance  of  9312.333  over  last  year. 

Our  entire  rash  receipts  this  year  are  forty-live 
per  cent,  greater  than  they  were  last  year.  We 
consider  that  this  Is  a  mandate  In  no  uncertain 
terms  from  Southern  Baptists  that  they  realise 
that  great  things  are  at  stake,  depending  upon 
a  vital  and  adequate  program  of  Home  Missions 
We  consider  that  this  large  total  of  the  gifts 
of  our  people  this  year  is  their  response  to  the 
challenge  which  the  Home  Mission  Board  has 
kept  before  them  throughout  the  year  to  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  vital  Christianity  was  being  prominent¬ 
ly  attacked  In  America  and  that  this  Board  un¬ 
hesitatingly  goes  the  whole  length  through  every 
one  of  Its  1,700  workers  toward  the  conservation 
of  the  cardinal  principles  of  the  New  Testament 
doctrine  of  religious  liberty.  We  have  let  it  be 
known  that  we  opposed  the  union  movement,  that 
we  regarded  Its  pleas  as  possessing  a  subtle  In¬ 
sincerity,  and  as  being  essentially  favorable  to  Ir¬ 
rationalism. 

If  Baptists  had  failed  to  come  up  to  the  support 
of  Home  Missions.  It  would  be  Interpreted  by 
those  who  are  seeking  to  break  down  the  Baptist 
stalwart  ness  as  an  evidence  of  our  weakness 
We  were  confident  our  people  would  respond  in  a 
large  way  to  this  challenge,  but  w*  confess  that 
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their  response  has  been  even  treater  than  we  had 
expected. 

This  year  the  {urrent  cash  receipts  hare  been 
$868,846,  $268,818  more  than  last  year,  an  Increase 
of  nearly  46  per  cent  The  cash  receipts  in  the 
Building  Loan  Fund  hare  been  $147,674,  an  In¬ 
crease  of  $43,414  pver  last  year,  or  about  42  per 
cent  The  total  receipts  have  been  $1,007,480,  an 
Increase  of  $313,333  over  last  year,  or  slightly 
more  than  46  per  cent 

The  greatest  single  outstanding  service  render¬ 
ed  by  the  board  in  this  greatest  year  of  Its  his¬ 
tory  was  that  performed  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  assisted  by  Dr.  George 
Green,  director  of  Camp  Activities,  In  the  stand 
which  he  made  for  Baptist  principles  and  re¬ 
ligious  liberty.  In  connection  with  our  work  for 
the  soldiers. 

Dr.  B.  D.  Oray  used  every  available  means  to 
secure  and  hold  access  In  the  army  camps  for 
ministers  of  religion  who  should  be  responsible, 
under  military  discipline  ,to  their  own  spiritual 
bodies,  rather  than  to  an  undenominational  or¬ 
ganisation,  which  acted  with  a  government  of¬ 
ficial  who  had  openly  declared  his  opposition  to 
denominational  Christianity  In  the  a.my. 

By  untiring  first-hand  contact  with  official 
sources  of  the  untoward  Influences  at  work  in 
Washington  and  New  York,  and  by  his  appeal  to 
Southern  Baptists  at  the  critical  moment  to  send 
In  their  protests  against  the  order  of  Secretary 
Keppel,  removing  the  denominational  camp  pas¬ 
tor  ,  Dr.  Gray  was  able  to  bring  to  bear  pressure 
that  was  the  dominant  Influence  In  leading  to  a 
revision,  of  that  order  which  was  practically  al¬ 
most  a  withdrawal. 

Great  as  was  this  result,  probably  st'II  greater 
for  the  conservation  of  religious  truth  in  Am 
erica,  was  the  prompt  reaction  among  Baptlrta 
In  the  8outh,  who,  from  Maryland  to  Now  Mex¬ 
ico,  became  aroused  and  determined,  and  who 
did  much  to  strengthen  the  opposition  to  other 
denominations  against  this  proposed  betrayal  of 
denominational  Christianity,  in  America. 

The  value  of  this  service  was  almost  beyond 
expression.  A  prominent  Methodist  minister  In 
Texas  has  gone  on  record  as  saying  that  the  stand 
of  the  Baptists  In  that  critical  hour  has  saved 
from  the  toboggan  free  evangelical  religion  In 
the  nation.  Baptist  history  will  lightly  put  It 
down  that  Dr.  Gray  was  the  outstanding  person¬ 
ality  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Board  the  outstanding  agency  which  without 
hesitation  or  reserve  moved  vigorously  against 
the  action  of  the  War  Department  which  Jeopar¬ 
dised  religious  freedom.  * 

The  work  has  been  successful  In  all  the  special 
departments.  Particularly  so  has  been  the  work 
of  the  Church  extension  Department,  which  has 
"gone  over  the  top"  under  the  leadership  of  Sup¬ 
erintendent  L.  B.  Warren,  who  has  In  this  work 
bad  no  salaried  assistants  There  are  yet  two 
states  which  have  asked  Dr.  Warren  to  come  Into 
their  territory  at  a  later  period  this  year.  If  the 
Convention  shall  approve  this  course,  the  Loan 
Fund  will  be  placed  one  or  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  above  the  amount  originally  sought 
The  Evangelistic  Department  for  the  last  few 
months  had  Dr.  W.  W  Hamilton  as  IU  leader. 

He  has  gathered  around  him  an  ever  enlarged 
croup  of  trained  evangelists.  The  number  of 
baptisms  reported  for  the  yoar  In  this  cepartmenl 
Is  about  14,700,  notwithstanding  tho  period  in 
which  Influensa  dosed  the  churches  to  the  evan¬ 
gelists.  The  slogan  of  this  department  for  the 
next  year  will  be.  "100  workers— 100,000  souls." 

It  Is  an  Inspiring  proposal. 

The  Enlistment  Department  has  taken  on  new 
life  during  the  year.  The  coming  of  Dr.  8.  T. 
Jameson  to  lead  this  department  has  been  greet¬ 
ed  with  general  approval.  The  number  of  work¬ 
ers  baa  Increased  to  about  thirtv.  and  It  will  be 
substantially  enlaiged  as  the  mouths  po  by. 

The  greatest  work  ever  done  by  the  Publldty 
Department  of  the  Board  has  been  done  this 
year  Among  the  results  attained  are  these:  Ad¬ 
vertising  publldty  through  secular  and  religious 


press,  3,100,000.  Total  publication  of  articles  and 
advertisements,  8,000,000  circulated  copies;  lt.- 
780,000  tracts  on  Home  Mission  work  and  prob¬ 
lems  have  been  sent  out  In  free  circulation.  An 
enlarged  service  has  been  rendered  In  the  line 
on  mission  study,  In  the  drculatlon  of  stereopti- 
con  slide  sets  for  Heme  Mission  Instruction. 
There  has  never  been  so  great  a  demand  for  our 
Home  Mission  study  books  for  class  use.  "Bap¬ 
tist  Missions  In  the  South"  has  passed  through 
two  editions.  Neither  of  these  nor  the  other 
book,  show  any  signs  of  waning  popularity. 

The  enlarged  work  of  the  Publicity  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  greeted  with  favor  by  our  people, 
especially  the  advertising  campaign,  and  such  re¬ 
turns  as  we  have  received  Indicate  a  general  be¬ 
lief  that  It  was  responsible  In  so  small  degree 
for  the  splendid  advance  of  the  year. 

Among  the  general  results  of  the  work  have 
been,  a  few  less  than  40,000  baptisms,  total  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  churches,  68,068,  churches  consti¬ 
tuted  122,  Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed 
118,727,  number  of  missionaries  1,726. 

The  Army  service  was  great  Among  the  fe- 
suits  were  10,060  baptisms.  38.114  conversions, 
hospital,  personal  talks,  etc.,  with  soldiers  B8.86s! 
reconsecrations  44,826.  The  Interesting  feature  of 
the  Home  Mission  program  at  the  Convention 
will  be  the  presentation  to  Dr.  George  Green,  di¬ 
rector  of  Camp  Activities  of  a  loving  cup  by  the 
men  at  Ellington  Field;  San  Antonio.  This  is  an 
aeroplane  camp  and  the  Home  Board  erected  and 
presented  to  the  government  the  building  for  the 
religious  Instruction  of  the  men  there.  The  pre¬ 
sentation  at  the  Convention  is  a  token  of  the 
general  popularity  of  our  Baptist  work  among  the 
soldiers,  where  It  had  an  opportunity. 

In  Cuba  and  in  Panama,  among  the  Indiana  and 
foreigners,  In  Enlistment  and  Mountain  Schools, 
the  success  of  the  work  has  been  uniform  and 
gratifying,  though  the  attendance  of  our  High¬ 
land  schools  was  slightly  lekseoed  by  the  going 
to  the  war. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be¬ 
fore  the  Convention  will  set  forth  at  length  the 
efforts  of  the  Baptists  In  the  Interest  of  free  re¬ 
ligion  In  our  army,  as  will  the  department  report 
on  army  camp  service. 

It  Is  In  every  way  much  the  greatest  report 
the  Board  has  ever  submitted.  We  believe  and 
we  pray  that  It  shall  register,  and  at  the  same 
time  foreshadow,  an  arising  of  tile  Southern  Bap^ 
tlst  conscience  In  a  determination,  for  the  sake 
of  American  Institutions;  for  the  skks  of  Ameri¬ 
can  people  white,  black,  native  and  foreign;  for 
the  sake  of  our  foreign  mission  Impact  In  other 
lands;  more  than  all,  for  the  sake  of  Him  who 
*hed  Hii  blood  on  Calvary. 

To  grapple  with  the  problems  of  mastering 
and  holding  America  for  Christ  any  way  com 
mensurate  with  the  strategic  Importance  of  this 
country,  and  with  the  abundant  present  wealth 
of  the  Southern  denomination.

"We  can  not  believe  that  the  Master  who  re¬ 
quired  men  to  forsake  father  and  mother  and 
wife  and  children  for  his  sake.  If  occasion  re- 
aulred.  U  more  concerned  for  the  external  unity 
of  his  professed  followers  than  for  their  loyal 
and  complete  obedience  to  all  that  he  has  reveal¬ 
ed.  as  their  Christian  duty."

But  we  knew  all 
the  time  It  wa  slmposalble  to  keep  them  from  ex¬ 
posure  to  moral  peril  entirely.  Something  must 
of  necessity  and  alaways  be  left  to  the  young 
man  himself.  He  must  do  his  own  fighting  in 
the  moral  conflict  and  the  victory  or  defeat  must 
He  at  his  own  door. 

This  truth  may  have  been  brought  Into  clear¬ 
er  light  by  the  war  conditions,  but  It  Is  a  truth 
of  all  times  and  all  conditions.  It  Is  just  as  true 
with  one  as  with  another.  In  the  army  or  out  of 
It,  during  the  war  or  after  the  war.  It  Is  true 
not  only  of  our  young  men  but  of  our  young 
women,  of  sur  boys  and  our  girls;  yes,  and  of 
the  mature  men  and  women  too.  They  must 
fight.  They  must  maintain  the  attitude  of  re¬ 
sistance.  They  must  be  prepared  to  defend 
themselves  and  to  attack  sin.  Nobody  can  keep 
It  from  making  its  assault  on  them;  and  all  the 
churches  and  social  and  phelantbroplc  organisa¬ 
tions  on  earth  cannot  eliminate  the  danger  for 
them. 

After  all  there  is  nothing  that  can  save  us 
from  fighting  It  out.  from  doing  our  own  fight¬ 
ing.  and  we  had  as  well  make  up  our  minds  to 
it.

.  Leaving  Peking  following  the  victory  celebr* 
tlon  we  viaited  Taslnanfu.  the  capital  of  the 
Shantung  Province,  Talnanfu  la  the  site  of  the 
8hantung  Christian  University.  It  was  our  de¬ 
lightful  privilege  to  be  entertained  in  the  home 
of  the  "Beloved  Physician,"  Dr.  Philip  8.  Evans, 
Jr.,  and  his  charming  wife,. the  daughter  of  Mr 
Joshua  Levering.  Dr.  Evans  is  on  the  faculty 
of  the  University.  Through  his  thought  and 
deep  Interest  In  the  work  of  the  denomination 
in  China  I  had  the  privilege  of  a  conference  in 
his  home  with  six  of  the  medical  students  of  the 
University  who  are  Baptists  I  was  much  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  personality  of  these  young  men 
and  their  interest  In  religious  matters.  The  stu¬ 
dent-body  of  the  University  represents  14  of  the  IS 
provinces  in  China  and  members  of  12  denomina¬ 
tions  are  included  In  it  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Evans 
have  undertaken  to  look  after  the  religious  life 
of  the  Baptist  students  In  the  University  and 
also  to  foster  Baptist  work  in  the  city  of  Tslnanfu. 
It  seems  a  great  pity  that  Southern  baptists  did 
not  long  ago,  establish  themselves  In  the  capital 
of  the  province  In  which  they  have  the  largest 
church  membership. 

From  Tsinan fu  we  Journeyed  to  Talnfu  which 
is  one  of  the  stations  of  the  North  China  Mis¬ 
sion  and  where  are  located  Rev.  J.  W.  Dawes 
and  wife,  Miss  Attle  Bostick  and  the  Rev.  T.  L. 
Blalock.  Talnanfu  Is  a  city  of  some  forty  or 
fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  near  the  foot  of  ML 
Tal-sban,  "the  most  holy  of  the  many  holy  moun¬ 
tains  In  China."  It  fs  said  that  on  this  mountain 
the  Emperor  Shun  offered  sacrifice  to  Heaven 
In  the  23rd  century  B.  C.  Not  many  miles  from 
It  Is  the  grave  of  Confucius,  the  greatest  of  all 
the  Chinese  sages.  It  was  with  deep  regret  that 
we  were  prevented  by  our  duties  from  visiting 
this  historic  scene.  Our  mission  work  in  Talanfu 
Is  poorly  equipped  but  we  have  faithful  mission 
aries  on  the  ground  and  the  outlook  for  the  work 
here  Is  promising.  The  city  is  one  of  the  most 
conservative  In  China  and  Is  visited*  by  many 
pilgrims  each  year.  These  are  drawn  here 
through  their  religious  superstition  In  great 
numbers  and  almost  unbroken  processions.  '  The 
"Pit. of  Horrors”  In  New  York  is  not  in  a  class 
with  the  Buddhist  Hell  which  is  on  exhibition 
in  T&inanful.  Of  all  the  monstrous  images  and 
fiendish  imaginings  one  ever  heard  or  read  of, 
this  hell  is  the  worst.  I  am  Inclined  to  think 
that  the  Roman  Catholics  got  their  doctrine  of 
purgatory  from  the  Buddhists.  The  masses  for 
the  dead  and  the  drawing  of  lots  to  determine 
which  particular  hell  the  deceased  has  entered, 
both  conducted  by  the  Buddhist  priests,  and  the 
payment  of  money  to  the  priests  for  their  efforts 
to  get  the  departed  souls  released  from  torture, 
are  suggestive  each  of  the  practices  of  Roman 
Catholicism.  Our  missionaries  in  this  city  aro 
now  engaged  with  the  question  of  the  best  loca¬ 
tion  for  the  expansion  of  the  work  at  this  impor¬ 
tant  centre.  Already  a  good  Work  has  been  done, 
but  a  much  greater  remains  to  be  done, 

Journeying  from  Talanfu  through  the  robber- 
infested  districts  we  saw  signs  of  the  troubled 
conditions  which  exist.  At  Tenghslen  we  saw  31 
human  heads  hung  on  trees,  others  being  torn  by 
the  dogs,  and  at  still  another  place  we  saw  six 
heads  strung  on  a  rope  between  two  trees.  We 
had  the  pleasure  of  spending  a  night  in  the  home 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  of  the  Presbyterian  Mis¬ 
sion  at  Tsouchowfu  and  shall  never  forget  the 
exceeding  kindness  of  Mrs.  Brown  and  Dr.  Mc- 
Fadgen,  also  of  the  Presbyterian  Mission.  Noth¬ 
ing  can  surpass  the  unselfish  consideration  which 
these  friends  showed  us.  We  regretted  that  Dr. 
Brown  was  detained  In  the  country  by  a  heavy 
snow  that  had  fallen  during  the  day  and  that 
Was  still  falling  when  we  arrived.  From  Hsuc- 
howfu  we  went  to  Kwelteh.  five  miles  from  the 
railroad,  where  our  Brother  8.  J.  Townsend  is 
holding  the  fort  until  bis  wife  can  get  out  of 
England  and  back  to  his  side  .and  the  Joint  ser¬ 
vice  which  they  are  rendering  for  the  cause  of 
Christ  at  this  place.  This  was  our  first  meeting 
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with  this  beloved  brother  and  we  were  much 
pleased  with  him  and  the  work  which  he  is 
doing. 

From  Talanfu  we  had  been  accompanied  by 
Bro.  O.  P.  Bostick 'and  had  expected  to  go  from 
Kweiteh  to  Puchow  where  are  located  the  two 
missionary  brothers,  0.  P.  and  Wade  D.  Bostick 
and  their  wives.  The  heavy  snow,  however,  in 
the  Judgment  of  Brother  Bostick,  made  It  ‘  Im¬ 
practicable  for  us  to  make  the  Journey,  for  it  was 
a  forty-mile  trip  in  a  Chinese  cart  Such  a  trip, 
under  the  best  of  circumstances  no  a  "Joy 
ride"  and  the  members  of  the  station  kindly 
consented  to  come  to  Kaifeng  several  days  later 
where  their  station  conference  was  held.  Re¬ 
turning  five  miles  to  the  railroad  from  Kwelteh, 
In  a  springless  Chinese  cart,  lwe  Journeyed  to 
Kaifeng.  whence  Mrs.  Love  and  Mr.  Cbeetamhad 
proceeded  us.  We  received  such  a  welcome  at 
Kaifeng  as  hiade  us  feel  at  home  and  almost  as 
If  we  were  In  the  homeland.  Seyen  of  our  Texas 
friends  are  here  and  the  two  sons  of  our  long¬ 
time  friend.  Dr.  E.  M.  Poteut,  together  witn  their 
wives.  It  was  with  the  vision  qf  a  seer  that  the 
Rev.  W.  E.  Sallee  selected  Kaifeng  in  which  to 
•  open  work  and  to  Invest  his  llfo.  This  U  an 
ancient  capital  of  the  Empire  an  1  the  present 
capital  of  the  Province  of  Hqu.in  Here  are 
centered  many  of  the  traditions  of  this  wonder¬ 
ful  people  and  one  sees  many  of  th?  best  speci¬ 
mens  of  Chinese  art  and  handiwork.  Southern 
Baptists  have  here  a  vigorous  group  of  mission¬ 
aries  and  the  work  is  planned  on  a  scale  In  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  importance  of  such  a  centre.  The 
city  has  a  population  of  200,000  and  is  one  of  the 
most  substantial-looking  cities  we  have  seen  in 
China.  We  have  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city 
on  the  principal  business  street  a  splendid  piece 
of  property  on  which  at  the  earliest  possible  time 
there  ought  to  be  built  a  house  In  which  to  gather 
the  multitudes  which  during  every  hour  of  the 
day  swarm  'by  the  entrance.  Thirty  thousand 
passers  by  were  counted  on  a  single  day.  and  this 
they  tell  me.  Is  only  the  average.  The  Poteats 
and  Miss  Swann  are  located  on  this  compound 
and  it  is  alive  with  school  work  and  other  Chris¬ 
tian  activities.  In  another  part  of  the  city  Mrs. 
Salee  has  a  flourishing  school  work.  Outside  the 
city  wall  Is  a  compound  on  which  are  located  the 
residences  of  the  Sallees  and  Harrises  and  the 
boys’  boarding  school.  We  are  shortly  to  build 
the  girls'  school  on  this  compound  and  other 
structures  must  be  provided  as  quickly  as  pos¬ 
sible.  I  wish  I  could  convey  to  Southern  Baptism 
the  Impression  which  this  whole  situation  has 
made  on  me.  We  have  neglected  the  other  capi¬ 
tal  cities,  but  by  a  wise  foresight  we  are  In  on  the 
ground  floor  here  with  a  work  already  started 
on  a  comprehensive  scale  and  if  we  will,  we  can 
develop  a  great  work  here  and  from  this  strategic 
centre  Influence  a  large  area  in  the  heart  of  thl, 
great  republic.  We  are  fortunate  In  the  fact,  too, 
that  we  have  at  the  station  so  large  a  number  of 
young  well-trained  and  vigorous  missionaries  who 
have  the  promise  of  so  much  of  life  before  them 
In  which  to  resize  the  splendid  Ideals  which  they 
cherish.  Already  these  workers  are  in  high  favor 
with  the  leading  citizens  and  public  officials  of  the 
city.  Due  to  the  respect  In  which  Brother  Sallee 
is  held  we  were  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  dinner  In 
the  home  of  the  military  governor  or  tuchun  of  the 
province  who  Is  a  strong  personality  In  Chinese 
affairs  of  state  at  this  time.  The  occasion  was 
one  which  a  foreigner  could  not  easily  forget. 
We  found  the  governor  thoughtful  and  genial  and 
we  greatly  enjoyed  the  evening  as  we  did  the  sum¬ 
ptuous  meal  which  Included  such  delicacies  as 
shark's  fins,  bird's  nests,  etc. 

The  mission  conference  claimed  the  first  place 
during  this  vlst  to  Kaifeng  and  we  shall  look  for 
good  results,  both  to  the  cause  in  Kaifeng  and  to 
other  stations  of  the  mission  as  well  as  to  our  Bap¬ 
tist  cause  at  large  in  China,  through  the  better 
relationship  which  we  are  seeking  to  establish  be¬ 
tween  all  missions  and  departments  of  our  work. 

Following  the  conference  at  Kaifeng  we  visited 
Chengchow,  another  station  of  the  Interior  Mission, 
for  the  station  conference.  Located  here  are  Rev 
D.  W.  Herring.  W.  W.  Lawton  and  Dr.  A.  D.  Lou 


than,  and  their  families  The  city  Is  aa  I 
railroad  Junction  and  has  at  preset] t 
of  some  fifty  thousand  with  the  proto  ter  of  rapid 
growth.  We  have  here  tour  good  rsaldcarsa. 
school  buildings  and  a  hospital  as  well  as  a  churvdi 
and  some  small  city  chapels  There  la  mark  r — d 
of  another  doctor,  a  trained  nurse  sad  an  addition 
to  the  hospital  building  to  accommodate  female 
patients.  If  Southern  Baptists  will  quickly  furnish 
these  the  institution  will,  la  my  judgement,  prove 
entirely  self  supporting.  The  city  has  many  mra 
of  means,  a  foreign  population  of  rallrtmd  and  nth 

er  officials  and  this  hospital  can  easily  be _ f- 

to  serve  both  the  poor  sad  a  constituency  which  la 
able  to  pay  for  service  After  this  delightful  visit 
to  the  stations  of  the  Interior  mission  end  a  rich 
fellowship  with  the  missionaries  we  departed  for 
Hankow,  from  which  our  next  story  will 


Time  was  when  Rev.  D.  W  Hulburt  far  twos 
ty-tbree  years  superintendent  of  Baptist  missions 
In  Wisconsin,  was  regarded  as  favorable  to  a  fed- 
eratlon  of  churches.  He  was  for  two  years  pres 
'dent  and  for  five  years  secretary  of  the  fedora 
lion  in  that  state.  But  he  has  become  eesvlpced 
of  the  error  Into  Which  he  tell,  and  la  out  la  the 
declaration  that  "Federation  Is  a  failure  "  He 
cites  many  cases  wherein  federation  led  to  the 
obliteration  of  Baptist  churches,  but  he  finds  no 
e***  where  it  Issued  in  'the  enlargement  er 
strengthening  of  them.  He  says:  ■  Whea  a  Bap 
Uet  church  federates  with  a  church  of  another 
denomination,  It  la  the  Baptist  eharrh  which 
yields  Its  Identity.  Other  denominations  will  net 
come  to  the  Baptists."  That  Is  aa  old  story  Con¬ 
gregational  lata,  Presbyterians.  Method  lets  are 
not  going  to  renounce  infant  baptism  aad  accept 
adult  baptism  for  the  sake  of  uniting  with  a 
Baptist  church.  Individuals  may  do  it:  but  not 
churches,  as  such. — Ex. 


WAR  MEMORIAL!!  PLANNED  IN  MANY 
PLACES 

in  all  parts  of  the  country  efforts  toeetablleb 
rating  memorials  to  the  American  heroes  in  the 
world  war  are  starting  and  there  Is  a  general 
tendency  to  advocate  community  buildings  or 
bridges  and  otbfr  public  Improvements  that 
make  a  town  or  city  a  better  place  to  live  In 
New  Ideals  for  the  perpetuation  of  a  hero's 
name  and  fame  have  come  with  the  recent  vic¬ 
tory  and  these  are  revealed  la  letters  sent  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor  la  response 
to  suggestions  for  stimulating  building  activities 

Kansas  City  Is  one  of  tke  places  In  which 
Plans  for  a  memorial  have  been  most  seriously 
discussed.  A  great  museum  to  ba  built  on  a 
hill  near  the  Union  Station  has  been  suggested 
by  Prof.  John  8  Ankeny,  of  the  University  of 
Missouri,  who  advocates  a  project  that  would 
be  really  a  concentration  of  a  parkway  aad  public 
playground  scheme,  a  place  of  rerreetlon  as  well 
as  education.  In  which  rainy  days  could  be  pem- 
ed  advantageously  by  patrons  of  tbs  playgrounds 

"What  better  memorial  of  the  actual  Ufa  and 
warfare  of  the  soldier  could  be  planned  than 
collection  of  accountermenta  of  all  kinds  well 
Installed  In  the  great  balls  and  rooms  of  Iks 
lower  ^floors’"  asks  Prof  Ankeny  In  one  wing 
could  be  housed  the  collections  bearing  upon 
the  spiritual  aspects  of  the  war  This  might 
Include  paintings  and  statutes  of  patriotic  and 
military  subjects,  pictures  actually  sands  at  Ike 
front,  and  collections  of  war  posters  " 

The  immediate  planning  of  these  memorials 
In  various  cities  means  that  work  may  be  started 
In  time  to  afford  employment  for  tbuaaeda  of 
soldiers  still  in  France.  Club  women  aad  civic 
organizations  are  awake  to  the  possibilities 
which  these  memorials  represent  aad  It  is  gen¬ 
erally  realized  that  the  memorials  may  not  only 
provide  for  practical  needs  la  a  community, 
while  they  stand  as  a  lasting  reminder  of  deeds 
of  supreme  heroism  and  patriotism,  but  that 
through  them  the  Nation  may  reveal  Its  growth 
In  art  knowledge  and  art  expression  The  period 
of  hideous  portrait  statues  and  badly  m-iirlrf 
symbolic  figures  has  passed  away  with  the  la 
fancy  of  the  Nation,  now  a  full-grown  world 
power. 
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the  seventeenth  chapter  of  John  and  the  many 
exhortation*  to  unity  In  the  epistles  of  the  New 
Testament  should  keep  ns  constantly  reminded 
that  this  matter  lay  very  near  the  heart  of  the 
Master  and  his  disciples..' 

“Please  be  kind  enough  at  the  very  outset 
specially  to  note  one  distinguishing  tenet  of  the 
Baptists.  It  deserves  extraordinary  emphasis  In 
this  connection  If  we  are  to  be  understood.  It  Is 
our  doctrine  of  the  unity  of  all  believers.  Let 
me  quote:  We  hold  the  Immemorial  position  of 
Baptists  that  all  true  believers  In  Christ  as  their 
personal  Saviour  are  saved,  having  been  born 
again;  and  this  without  the  Intervention  of 
preacher,  priest,  ordinance,  sacrament  or  church.' 
Mark  these  word*.  Quolng  again:  'Therefore 
we  profoundly  rejoice  In  our  spiritual  union  with 
all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  In  sincerity  and 
truth.  We  love  their  fellowship  and  maintain 
that  the  spiritual  union  of  all  believes  Is  new 
and  ever  will  be  a  blessed  reality.'  Upon  what 
does  this  spiritual  union  depend!  Hear  the  an¬ 
swer  to  that  Inquiry:  This  spiritual  union  doe* 
not  depend  on  organisation  or  form  or  rituals.  It 
Is  deeperAtiroader,  higher,  more  stable  than  any 
or  all  organizations.'  Who  are  embraced  in  this 
spiritual  union?  Here  there  Is  no  possibility  of 
misunderstanding.  This  Is  the  deliverance:  'We 
hold  that  all  people  who  believe  in  Christ  as  their 
personal  Saviour  are  brothers  In  the  common  sal¬ 
vation,  whether  they  be  In  the  Roman  Catholic 
communion  or  in  a  Protestant  communion  or  In 
no  communion.  This  fellowship  and  brother- 


nssume  Its  full  pro  rata  share  of  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  school;  that  It  then  have  equal 
representation  on  the  board  of  trustees  with  the 
other  co-operating  bodies;  and  that  such  changes 
In  the  charters  of  the  school  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  for  such  representation  be  secured  If, 
and  when,  the  above  recommendations  have  been 
adopted  by  the  two  Conventions.

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trua  center  of  Chriattan  union  aa  understood  by 
my  poople,  let  me  bring  to  your  attention  a 
dauae  In  the  flrat  article  of  the  confession  of 
faith  most  commonly  used  among  ua.  These  are 
the  words:  'W«  bq)leve  that  the  Holy  Bible  la 
and  shall  remain  to  the  end  of  the  world  the  true 
center  of  Christian  union  and  the  supreme  stan¬ 
dard  by  which  all  human  conduct,  creeds  and 
opinions  should  be  tried.' 

“We  may  not  forget  the  slogan  of  the  Refor¬ 
mation,  The  Bible,  the  Bible  alone,  la  the  relig¬ 
ion  of  Protestants.'  Critics  of  the  Baptist  posi¬ 
tion  hare  characterised  It  not  caricatured  us  as 
the  ‘Dlasldence  of  Dissent  and  the  most  Protes¬ 
tant  of  Protestant  people,'  They  Imply  we  are  in 
danger  of  blbllolatry. 

“Do  Biot  Dare  Claim  Infallibility." 

"In  this  free  and  fraternal  forum  I  take  it  for 
granted  that  perfect  frankness  concerning  differ¬ 
entiating  doctrines  is  both  expected  and  desired 
If  presented  with  malice  toward  none  and  with 
charity  for  all.  Concealment  or  even  reserve  in 
this  connection  would  be  dlsengenuous.  As  be¬ 
fore  stated  'the  Bible  Is  and  must  remain  to  the 
end  of  the  world  the  true  center  of  Christian 
union.'  Naturally  enough  we  find  these  words. 
'Our  message  to  our  brethren  of  other  commu¬ 
nions  Is  that,  since  the  present  divide  condition 
of  Christendom  la  unquestionably  the  result  of 
departure  rrom  the  simple  teachings  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  the  only  possible  road  to  organic  union  is 
back  to  the  Scriptures  fairly  interpreted.  It  Is 
Is  said  that  this  la,  In  our  present  state.  Impractic¬ 
able  and  Impossible  for  Baptists,  for  we  are  unal¬ 
terably  bound  to  the  Scriptures  as  our  law  and 
guide.  We  speak  on  this  point  with  obaolute 
frankness  and  with  great  plainness  because  we 
crave  to  be  understood  by  our  fellow  Christians. 
We  neither  ask  nor  wish  any  one  to  come  to  us 
except  upon  a  personal  conviction:  we  would 
have  all  to  study  the  holy  Scriptures  to  find  the 
path  of  duty  and  our  confidence  Is  unfailing  that 
there  la  light  sufficient  In  the  Scriptures  to  guide 
ua  all  to  the  union  the  Master's  wishes. 

"We  are  not  bigots.  We  do  not  presume  for 
one  moment  to  dare  to  claim  Infallibility  for  our 
Interpretation  of  the  Scriptures.  It  is  simply  the 
best  we  can  offer  with  the  light  we  have  and 
the  one  we  most  maintain,  propagate  and  defend 
until  more  light  breaks  forth  out  of  the  word  of 
Ood. 

"In  our  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures  we 
give,  after  acceptance  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ,  a  large  and  primary  place  to  the  three 
doctrines  of  Individualism,  democracy  and  spirit¬ 
uality. 

"Our  individualism  confessedly  Is  stalwart  and 
unbending.  We  hold  that  religion  Is  essentially  a 
a  personal  matter  between  each  soul  and  God. 
Right  here  there  Is  a  deep  line  of  clevage  be¬ 
tween  ourselves  and  many  others.  Mark  It  well. 
We  cannot  accept  proxyship,  sponsorship  or 
deputyshlp  In  religion.  The  individual  soul  Is 
the  religious  unit.  We  hold  that  where  there  Is 
no  ability  there  Is  no  responsibility.  This  Is 
fundamental,  axiomatic.  We  maintain  that  each 
consciously  responsible  soul  most  personally  re¬ 
pent,  personally  believe,  personally  confess  Jesus 
Christ  aa  Sovlour  and  Lord  and  personally  evi¬ 
dence  this  Inward  experience  by  personal  bap¬ 
tism.  According  to  this  view  quite  manlafestly 
we  must  frankly  but  affectionately  affirm  that 
there  la  no  room  In  the  Scripture  for  what  dis¬ 
senting  brethren  recognize  as  Infant  baptism  or 
Infant  church  membership. 

'Our  doctrine  of  the  church  Is  fundamentally 
democratic.  A  church  formed  on  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  pattern,  as  we  understand  the  Scriptures  to 
teach,  la  a  body  of  believers  who  have  been  scrlp- 
turally  baptised  and  are  convenanted  together  to 
teach  and  do  all  things  commanded  by  Jesus 
Christ.  We  helleve  that  such  a  local  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  Is  a  pure  democracy.  It  Is  Indepen¬ 
dent.  It  la  self-governing.  It  la  self-sufficient  If 
directed  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  It 
mif  co-operate  with  other  churches  In  any  way 
not  Inconsistent  with  Its  sovereignty.  On  the 
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other  hand,  it  may  not  subject  Itself  to  any  out¬ 
side  control,  whether  called  a  Baptist  Association 
or  General  Association  of  Baptlsta  In  Kentucky, 
or  Southern  Baptist  Convention  or  Baptist  World 
Congress.  All  these  may  advise,  but  cannot  con¬ 
trol  a  Baptist  Church.  Each  church  is  absolutely 
aelf-ogverning.  Naturally,  therefore.  If  every 
local  church  is  Independent  of  the  denomination 
who«  name  It  wears.  It  may  not  subject  itself  to 
any  other  denomination  or  group  of  denomina¬ 
tions.  not  to  say  any  ecumenical  council  or  ec¬ 
clesiastical  autocracy  at  home  or  abroad. 

"With  then  our  cherished  belief  In  the  unity  of 
all  Christians  In  their  experience  of  grace  and 
their  common  acceptance  of  the  Savlourshlp  and 
the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  we  are  confronted, 
as  we  unreservedly  admit,  with  great  and  strong 
barriers  to  outward  visible  organic  ecclesiastical 
merging  with  our  well-beloved  and  highly-es¬ 
teemed  brethren  of  other  denominations.  Our 
denominations  In  Its  present  state  of  evolution. 
If  you  prefer  to  have  It  so.  has  not  gotten  be¬ 
yond  the  farewell  caution  of  Washington  anent 
entangling  alliances. 

,  "To  put  the  matter  concretely  note  this  con¬ 
dition.  If  It  be  unseriptural.  In  their  Judgment, 
for  the  Broadway  Baptiat  Church  of  Louisville 
to  sink  Its  Independence  and  sovereignty  In  a 
league  of  other  Baptist  churches,  to  which  It  la 
closely  related  In  doctrine  and  government,  com¬ 
posing  the  Baptist  denomination,  by'  what  per¬ 
suasion  may  It  be  Induced,  except  on  abandon¬ 
ment  of  fundamental  principle,  to  subject  Itself 
to  oversight  by  any  other  church  or  denomina¬ 
tion  or  union  of  denominations. 

"One  word  aa  to  spirituality.  Jesus  said:  My 
kingdom  Is  not  of  this  world.'  'The  kingdom  of 
heaven  Is  within  you.'  It  is  the  rule  of  Christ  in 
the  regenerated  human  spirit.  It  Is  subjective.  It 
Is  spiritual.  Hence  our  doctrine  of  soul  liberty 
and  the  entire  separation  of  church  and  State. 
Hence  our  spiritual  Interpretation  of  the  only 
two  ordinances  of  the  church,  baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper  .  Baptism  as  we  understand  It 
saves  no  one.  No  one  has  to  be  baptized  to  be 
saved.  Only  those  already  saved  should  be  bap¬ 
tized.  Salvation  Is  by  grace  through  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Baptism  Is  an  act  of 
obedience  on  the  part  of  a  believer.  In  our  Judg¬ 
ment  It  symbolizes,  in  a  striking  pictorial  way,  a 
vital  Christian  experience  already  enjoyed.  That 
experience  la  death  to  tlio  old  life  of  dtaobedlenre 
and  disbelief  and  a  resurrection  to  a  new  life  of 
union  with  the  Saviour  In  spirit  and  conduct.  It 
set  forth  the  burial  and  resurrection  of  our 
Lord,  upon  whom  and  not  upon  baptism  or  good 
works  of  whatsoever  kind  rests  onr  ground  of 
acceptance  with  our  heavenly  Father.  Baptism 
has  nb  regenerating  power.  It  la  In  no  senae 
mystical.  It  le  simply  an  expression  of  obedi¬ 
ence,  a  test  of  loyalty,  a  proof  of  consecration  and 
filial  love.  Only  In  that  sense  do  we  believe  It 
to  be  binding  on  the  Christian  conscience.  In 
that  sense,  however,  It  Is  Indispensable  to  the 
full  discharge  of.  Christian  duty. 

“May  I  not  pause  again  for  a  passing  moment 
to  thank  you,  my  dear  brethren,  for  your  beau¬ 
tiful  catholicity  of  spirit  In  permitting  me  to  say 
these  things.  I  must  say  them  or  be  recreant 
to  my  trust.  No  word  of  controcersy  or  debate 
do  I  Intend.  No  desire  do  I  cherish  that  you 
should  accept  our  differentiating  doctrines  un¬ 
less.  to  be  sure  after  careful  study  of  the  Scrip¬ 
ture  and  prayer  for  guidance  by  the  Holy  8plrit. 
you  should  come  to  believe  that  they  are  not  Bap¬ 
tist  tenets  at  all  whatsoever.  In  no  degree  sectar- 
lon,  but  the  substance  of  the  faith  once  for  all  de¬ 
livered  to  the  saints. 

“What  then  of  our  suggestions  as  to  organic 
Christian  union?  Our  views  we  give  modestly 
and  In  all  humility  and  only  because  you  ask 
us  to  offer  them. 

“First,  do  not  forget  that  we  hold,  aa  I  have 
said  before,  to  the  present  unity  of  all  Christians, 
regardless  of  church  connection  or  no  church 
connection.  We  know  that  your  Christly  souls 
abhor  the  thought  of  any  ecclesiastical  consoli¬ 
dation  Inspired  by  convenience  er  by  a  desire  to 


save  money.  We  know  that  you  believe  with  as 
that  there  is  one  thing  worse  than  rammer.  (Used 
vice  and  that  la  commercialised  religion  fa  aooa 
aa  religion  becomes  aa  econmlc  question  tl  — run 
to  be  Christianity.  We  know  yon  have  no  toler¬ 
ation  for  the  many  cheap  and  cheapening  me¬ 
thods  employed  to  break  down  the  aonl's  supreme 
convictions  and  to  establish  a  mechanical  union 
with  none  of  the  spirit  of  Christ  We  know  that 
“  truatoes,of  the  troth,  as  you  see  It  you  year 
selves  are  unwilling  to  surrender  the  Irrldurlble 
minimum  of  doctrine.  By  thr  memory  of  tbs 
faggots  and  flames  which  Episcopal  martyr*  have 
endured  with  unsurpassed  courage,  faith  and 
heroism,  through  those  dark  days  whleh  tried 
men’s  souls,  you  will  die  rather  than  prove  re. 
reant  to  your  trust.  Ws  hall  you.  ws  salute  you. 
we  honor  you,  for  what  your  forbears  wrought 
on  behalf  of  our  common  Pro tastaa Item  and  be¬ 
lieve  you  to  be  sons  worthy  of  your  sires  May 
God  enable  ua  to  Imitate  your  glorious  loyalty 

"We  believe,  as  we  are  profoundly  gratified  to 
declare  that  It  Is  practicable  to  express  and  pro¬ 
mote  Christian  fellowship  la  many  ways  and 
mose  now  than  ever  before  One  way  Is  to  bold 
more  meetings  like  this  for  Joint  worship,  fat 
lowshlp  and  consultation  In  our  hymns  and  pray 
er*  the  unity  of  Protestants  Is  Inrnnlrstalil* 
When  we  talk  to  our  baai  enly  Father  or  sing  HI* 
praise  we  use  a  common  language  expressing  a 
common  faith  In  a  common  Lord. 

"Another  method  of  promoting  union  Is  by 
co-operation  In  good  works  Quoting  from  a 
Baptist  deliverance  several  times  meat loasd  t 
ask  attention  to  these  words:  'Pending  the  work¬ 
ing  out  of  the  problem  of  union  we  are  glad  to 
say  that  we  stand  ready,  at  all  times,  to  co-oper¬ 
ate  with  our  fellow  Christians  and  our  fellow 
citizens,  whether  Protestant  or  Roman  Cot  boll, 
whether  Jew  or  Oentlle,  la  every  worthy  effort 
for  the  moral  and  social  uplift  of  humanity  as 
well  as  for  t()e  equal  civil  and  religious  righto  of 
all  men  in  all  lands.'  Another  thing  to  be  de¬ 
sired  la  the  advance  In  all  references  to  other 
religious  bodies  than  one's  own  In  press  or  pulpit 
or  private  conversation  anything  that  would  ox 
cite  unfraternal  and  uncharitable  discussion 
Frank  expression  of  noe's  own  views  sad  send 
menta  la  obligatory  and  helpful.  The  right  of 
Private  Judgment  must  b*  held  warred,  but  Ua 
utterance  must  be  In  harmony  with  the  spirit  of 
Christ. 

Most  of  all.  as  Baptlsta.  we  pledge  our  solemn 
word  fo  exalt  the  centrality  and  centralizing 
might  and  magnetism  of  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  The  closer  we  get  to 
our  Saviour  tbs  shorter  Is  the  diameter  of  the 
Christian  circle. 

"As  we  press  forward  towand  him  little  think¬ 
ing  of  ourselves  or  even-sot  at  all.  Inevitably  we 
are  drawn  Into  closer  personal  contact  and  find 
ourselves  with  Inexpressible  Joy  shoulder  to 
dhoulder,  hand  to  hand,  heart  to  heart  la  one 
brotherhood  of  alb  Chrlstlons  of  which  Ood  la 
the  Father,  the  whole  world  our  realm  of  evau- 
gellclalcul  activity  and  heaven  the  eternal  horns. 
To  that  end  we  ask  your  prayers  A  British 
statesman  has  said  that  the  British  empire  Is 
a  state  of  mind  rather  than  an  aggregation  of 
territory.'  So  the  empire  of  our  Lord  Jaaus 
Is  a  'state  of  mind'.  Inward  and  Indestructible 
unity  brought  about  by  the  Indwelling  of  th* 
Holy  Spirit.  As  the  loyalty  of  Canada.  Aastrlla. 
New  Zealand.  South  Africa  and  all  her  iadepea 
dent  and  self-governing  colonies,  bound  by  tbs 
Invisible  but  Indissoluble  links  of  love  to  Use 
motherland,  rallied  to  her  support  and  defease 
In  the  world  war.  so  In  the  war  for  truth  and 
righteousness  you  may  be  sure  tho  various  groups 
of  Christian  believers,  without  compulsion  from 
without,  whether  by  centralisation  or  auUsdsc}. 
more  and  more  are  coming,  to  face  la  the  — — - 
way  to  be  actuated  by  the  same  altrustlc  motives 
and  to  push  forward  Christ's  cosmopolitan  eon- 
quest.  In  that  glorious  enterprise  may  you  aad 
we  and  all  others  be  faithful  till  the  end  shall 
comeand  Christ  shall  dellvrs  up  the  k  Indus  Is 
the  Father  and  Ood  shall  be  all  la  all."
